Maharaja Sir Partab Singh will receive the Governor-* 
General as His Excellency alights from his carriage at the 
Imperial Cadet Corps Camp, and will conduct him to the reception 
tent and to a seat at his right hand. 

On the right of the Governor-General will sit the Foreign 
Secretary, the Private and Military Secretaries to His Excellency 
the Under-Secretary, and Ills Excellency's Personal Staff. 

On the left of Sir Partab Singh will sit Sir Partab' s 
attendants. 

After a short conversation Sir Partab will present his attend- 
ants, who will offer wafers of one, gold mohar each, which will 
be touched and remitted. 

At the close of the interview atar and pan will be presented 
by Sir Partab to the Governor-General, to the Foreign Secretary ; 
His Highness's principal attendant will present atar and pan to 
the other British officers present. 

The ceremonies which attended the Govern or- General's arrival * 
will be repeated at His Excellency's departure, the deputation 
accompanying His Excellency to the King-Emperor’s Camp. 

A Guard of Honour of British Infantry, with band and. 
colours, will be drawn up at the Imperial Cadet Corps Camp. 
The Guard of Honour will salute the Governor-General on his 
arrival and departure, and the baud will play an appropriate air.
